Obscenity by 


Supreme Court 


W ASHINGTON (IH-The Supreme 
Court Monday ruled against var 
ions forms of obscenity. 
In separate decisions, the tribu 
pal: 
1. Upheld th# constitutionality of 
the federal law and two stat# laws 
barring 
distribution 
of obscene 
printed matter. 
2. Upheld 
th# validity 
of an 
‘‘anti strip 
tease’’ 
ordinance in 
Newark. N. J . one# a bulwark of ! 
burlesque, forbidding nudity, illu 
sion of nudity and suggestive ac 
lions in public performance* 
The high court, in its rulings 
on distribution of books and nth 
cr material, held that “ obscenity 
ii* not 
protected by the First 
Amendment’’ 
which 
guarantees 
free speech and freedom of the 
press. 
“ Sex and r bsccnity are not syn 
on \ moils," the court emphasized 
in an opinion giving a learned lee 
ture on the difference between the 
two. 
R&ckig up this view the tri 
bunal: 
—Upheld, f> 3, the federal law 
whleh ban. 
sending obscene ma 
terial through the mail. 


—Upheld, 7 2, an 87-year old Cal 
ifornla law which makes it a crime 
to write advertise or distribute in 
decent literature 


—Upheld, 5 4, a New York law 
which allows a state court to ban 
the distribution of obscene printed 
matter 


These were among the tribunal’s 
main actions Monday as it wound 
up its regular term and adjourned 
until Ju ly 8. On that date it will 
convene for the ‘‘.sole purpose’’ of 
hearing the case of GI William S
